Items of information about girius at present 
within our knowledge. 


There seems to be no reason to doubt that, 


in common with other suns, he has bia sys- 
tem of planets circling round him after the 
manner of our own sun; and what a system! 
Vast as ours appears, it is dwarfed into in- 
significance compared with a system whose 
ruling orb is 5,000 times larger than that 
which does duty for us. There seems, also, 
no reason to doubt that these planets arc in- 
tended to be the abode of life; it maybe that 
at the present moment none of them present 
any signs of life, but I think we may safely

Sinking kneedeep into the 
bogs (it every step, the men soon became 
wearied and were obliged to lay up for rest, 
thereby losing valuable time and running the 
risk of being attacked by fierce savages.

A STEAMBOAT FOB THE DESERT 


Tbe result was the draft of a small steamer 


which can navigate water, marshes or dry 
land p.nd capable of proceeding across the 
country at the rate of ten miles an hour. 
The steamer, if built, would indeed be a cu- 
riosity. It would be difficult to imagine a 
more novel sight than that of a steamboat 
wending its way across tho country, up hill 
and down dale, over lands, flats and marshes, 
across rivers and lakes, at the rate of ten 
miles an hour. 


In detail the description ot the craft is as 


follows: The keel is in no place straight, but 
shapes upward with equal curvature toward 
either end. Each end of the boat la semi-cir- 
cular, with the convex side outward, and the 
upper side is flat. The length over all is 
about 45 feet, the width about 10 feet and the 
height about 10 feet. The peculiarity of the 
craft lies in the fact that It has a self laying 
track. This is composed of a series of air tight 
sections covered with iron plate and Joined 
»gether in such a manner as to form an end- 
ess belt sot-rounding the boat and forming 
the self laying track. This belt rests on anti- 
"riction roHers, which in turn rest upon the 
top, bottom and ends of the boat. 


In the hull is placed a pair of upright twin 


engines, each of which can be operated inde- 
jendently of the other. The power is com- 


I munlcated by a larger wheel which works, in 
a series of cogs on the inner side of the end- 
less belt. The revolution of the cog wheel 
causes the belt to revolve, and the track is 
thus laid down and taken up as rapidly as 
desired, thereby forcing the boat forward. 
The sections of track are convex, giving a 
surface that ii> curved both toward the ends 
and the sides, thereby enabling the craft to 
be easily turned on land. The boat when on

IT IS A DOUBUi DECKER. 


The steering apparatus is an ingenious de- 


vice conducted on a plan similar to the roll- 
ing coulters of a plow. It consists of two 
large circular steel plates, one at each end of 
the boat, capable of beiue r»i<*.<3 or in^^-a 
to any desired height, or of being moved from 
side to side. These rotary rudders are con- 
nected by ropes with thesteering wheel in the 
pilot house, and are under easy control of the 
man at the wheel. They operate together, 
thereby having twice the effect that a single 
rudder would have. 


The craft is practically a double decker. 


The boilers and machinery are placed in the 
hull, rus noted above. The endless belt carry- 
ing the track of course passes over the ceiling 
of the hull and around the ends, making it 
necessary to enter this part of the boat from 
the side. From the top it is, of course, inac- 
cessible. The smokestacks must of necessity 
pass out of toe sv^s, and form a right angle, 
to clear the self iuying track. The upper deck 
is supported on beams entering from the sides 
just below the track as it passes over the ceil- 
ing of the hull. This deck is placed far 
enough above the track to clear it in its revo- 
lutions.

Stairs are built on the outside of the hull 


to afford means of access therefrom to the 
upper deck. The deck supports a pilot house 
and is covered with a canopy. Movable iron 
plutes can be placed in position to serve as 
«i mwr to wmivd off tbo wi-owa, spears or tJUl- 
lets of hostile natives. Movable projections, 
somewhat resembling the bottom board of an 
ordinary sail boat, are attached to the under 
side of each of tho sections of the self laying 
track when the craft is on the water. They 
act as paddles to propel the craft forward 
when in the water. On land or in marshes 
these are unnecessary and can easily be de- 
tached. 


The i-ato of speed of the craft necessarily 


depends to a considerable extent upon the na- 
ture of the country and the slope of the hills. 
An average of ten miles an hour is not far 
out of the way. Small guns could be carried 
for defensive purposes. Manned with a trusty 
force of experienced men, its sides covered 
with the plates of armor and with guns 
breathing forth deadly fire from their mouths, 
the craft could pursue its way across the 
wilds and through the jungles of Africa, 
frightening the natives by its strange appear- 
ance and scattering death and destruction In 
its path. A hundred miles a day could easily 
be covered, thereby accomplishing in a few 
hours n distance which now requires days or 
weeks.—Minneapolis Tribune. 


•been any senate records in existence prior to 
the year 1814 had it i»t been for the vigilant 
activity of the first McDonald who ever held 
a place in the senate. That was J. G. Mo- 
Donald. He was appointed In 1809 as chief 
clerk under Samuel Otis and served twenty- 
seven years, resigning his office just before 
his death.

There he hid them and there he found them 
when the invaders had departed. The rec- 
ords of the houae of representatives were de- 
stroyed because there was no McDonald at 
that end of th« Capitol to care for them. 


The vacancy caused by the resignation of 


J. G. McDonald was a prize for which there 
were many applicants, and it looked for 
awhile as though the McDonald family might 
lose its representation. 
It did not though 


for Senators Thomas EC. Bcnton, Richard H.' 
Bayard, Felix Grundy, Samuel Southard 
Joslah Kent, William Hendricks and a num- 
ber of others secured the appointment in the 
secretary's office of William J. McDonald. 
He became chief clerk on the death of Gen. 
Hickey in 1WJ7, and held that responsible pc^- 
sition until June, 1878, when he died.afteraa 
uninterrupted service of forty-two years. 
Before that occurred, however (on March 4, 
1873), H. B. McDonald, son of William J.) 
was appointed to a place in the office, and he 
Is there now—the journal clerk of the senate

EDITJII GAZETTE:— What in probably des- 


tined to be the most bitter fight ever known 
between labor and capital will be inaugurated 
in this city, and indeed, throughout the 
country, on May 1st. But its significance is 
more important (o New York, as the commer- 
cial and industrial capital of the country, 
than to any other city , and its outcome here 
will largely determine its success elsewhere. 
The demands of the •workingmen's societies 
is for eight hours' labor for a day's work, 
and the approaching demonstration is but the 
culmination of plans carefully formulated 
during the past few years and only at this 
time, premeditatedly, brought to an issue. 


The most sanguine-minded would hardly 


predict immediate settlement of differences. 
What is indubitable is that employers will 
agree to a curtailment of the hours of labor, 
with a proportionate reduction of wages. 
This will of course not be acquiesced in by 
the workinginen, and the result, which we 
may be allowed to expect, will be a general 
lock-out. What this means to a large city 
was foretasted here three years ago during 
the longshoremen's aud 
coal handler's 


strikes. Trade was most seriously embar- 
assed at this time by the action of 20,000 men, 
and the cost of the strike amounted to many 
millions of dollars. At various times the 
city has been put io serious straits by the 
strikes of car-drivers. With a general strike 
impeding, it is difficult to foretell what the 
state of aflairs may be. 


The actions of the labor unions during the 


past few weeks have been in no wise concil- 
iatory to employers 
Not long ago necessary 


repairs to the Potter building, one of the 
largest office-buildings,were seriously delayed 
by the refusal of the walking-delegate to 
permit union men to work because one of the 
contractors employed non-union men. And 
lost week a stuke was ordered by the same 
authorities on many large buildings upon 
which a non-union iron firm had partial con- 
tracts. •

side. This will delay the progress of the 
work for a considerable time. It is particu- 
larly unfortunate from the fact that the work 
was rapidly being pushed to a successful 
termination; the tunnel from the New Jersey 
side has been built nearly half way across 
the river, while the excavation on this side, 
where the rupture occurred was well under 
way. 


When completed this tunnel will be one of 


the most important and wonderful evidences 
of engineering skill existent, and it will 
have no less importance as a facility which 
New York has long needed. It has been 
under construction for many years ; the ex- 
treme difficulties encountered in tunneling 
through the mud which forms the river-bed 
have many times proved so insurmountable 
that the project was abandoned—but only to 
be taken up again with the modern scientific 
assistance which the engineers have at var- 
ious times called to their aid. 
Work was 


necessarily slow, as the encompassing walls 
of the tunnel had to be supported with coin- 
pressed air in excavating, and a few lateral 
yards was considered a good day's progress. 
When completed, the tunnel will afford 
aooeaa to Now STork to nil the railways 
whose termini are now at Jersey City, thus 
rendering unnecessary the tiresome ferriage, 
and giving through transit to Boston and 
New England from the South and West. 


Hardly less important, but exceedingly 


more dubious in its undertaking, is a project 
to bridge the river. A bill has been present- 
ed in Congre-is conferring the privilege, but 
it is exceedingly doubtful if that body will 
take any definite action upon it for some time 
to come. Then there are two East river pro- 
jects—a tunnel and a oridge respectively— 
which would throw the present Brooklyn 
Bridge entirely in the shade. 
There are 


some mighty schemes evolved and engineered 
in this city, and it is very often fortunate, 
and at the same time not at all inexplicable, 
that they come to nought.

Last year the 


rate was 50 cents and the amount of 
revenue was very close to $u,ooo. 
Over $4,000 of this amount was laid 
down on the streets, and no one is 
bold enough to say that the streets are 
in any better condition to-day than 
they were previous to this enormous 
outlay. 
'1 he taxpayers, if they gave 


any consideration to the matter, wonld 
naturally prefer to have the money 
subject to their own order, than to 
have it put where it does no good. 


But apart from the using of the 


public funds in a manner that brings 
no corresponding advantage, a high 
tax-'ate thi-, year would be especially 
onerou« 
Business in almost every 


lit>« ic gn-.itly depressed. 
All over 


the Borough empty houses stand wait- 
ing for inmates. At least one hun- 
dred houses are vacant. 
The profits 


made at the various factories are small, 
and the woi kmcn are not getting the 
same amount of wages they formerly 
obtained. This means strict economy 
in living, and if the Burgess and Coun- 
cil insist on keeping up the high tax, 
they will divert money from channels 
where it can illy be spared. 


When thr business of the country 


revives then is the time for improve 
ments. 
When the people are flush 


with good wages and fair profits, then 
is the time to extend and beautify the 
streets, to pl.int a lamp on every cor- 
ner, and put a policeman on every 
block. 
In times of depression the 


era of retrem hment comes. 
The pub- 


lic pui»c should cfien be as carefully 
guarded against unnecessary expendi- 
tures as the private purse of the indi- 
vidual. 
Economy is as necessary for 


the well-being of the community with 
the one as with the other, and now is 
the time for our Borough fathers to show 
that they have the welfare of the Bo- 
rough at ht-.irt by making a rate no 
larger than is absolutely necessary.
